Convention Hall, Louisville, Ky., June 27. 
—(Special.)—The climax of the most sensa- 
tional convention in the history of Kentucky 
was reached at twenty-five minutes past 
10 o'clock tonight, when State Senator Wil- 
Goebel declared the democratic 


liam was 


nominee for governor. After one week's 


continucus session, marked at times by 
putbreaks, whose intensity seemed to augur 
riots in the immediate present and the 
split up of the party as a natural conse- 
quence, the nomination of Goebel was fin- 
ally accomplished with harmony and the 
best of good feeling prevailing. 

There are, of disappointments, 
but these are of politicians; and of certain 
influences, which have fought Goebel so 
bitterly, but there are no disappointments 
of the party of the people, as will be shown 
when the ballots are cast this fall. 

Goebel has won through splendid gener- 
ealship. He came to Louisville with but a 


few more than 200 pledged votes, but by 


course, 


clever manipulation, by brave, courageous | 


fighting, by his manly attitude throughout 
the contest, he has impressed his personal- 
ity so strongly upon the convention that all 
the manipulations of the shrewdest politi- 
clans of the state could mot prevent his ul- 
timate nomination. His victory is due to his 
own generalship and good sense. Twice be- 
fore tonight he has held the nomination 
within his grasp. One was that opening bal- 
lot, when his Louisville leader made the 
mistake of breaking the agreement with 
the Stone people, and then again, when the 
skeleton ballot of yesterday, when he had 
@ thajority of the quorum voting. 
Convinced All That He Was Fair. 

Had Goebel been the kind of a politician 
some of his enemies pictured him, he would 
have demanded the nomination on that vote 
and would have had plenty of preliminary 
experience to sustain his demands. But iIn- 
stead, he sent Chairman Redwine word 
that he would not have a nomination by 
less than a majority of the full vote of the 
convention. This won him friends, for it 
showed his fairness, and in the end it was 
@ factor in bringing his nomination. 

The day started up as peacefully as a 
May morning. The balloting went on with- 
out any of the sensations of yesterday. 
Everybody expected some sort of a break 
to come, but throughout the morning there 
Was no: a ripple on the surface. It was 
@vident that neither Stone nor Hardin 
could be nominated, but 
Could prevent the break to Goebel was a 
Problem none of them were able to solve. 
Chariey Wheeler said «the break migiv 
come at any time, while John Rhea felt the 
Combination could hold its forces together 
indefinitely.

The coup of the Stone-Hardin managers 
dia not materialize until late in the afier- 
hoop. For a time it looked as if it woud 
Not come at all, because General Hardin 
Was loath to carry out that portion of his 
Manager's programme, which called for 
his resolution, but he evidently reconsider- 
ed. Just after the twenty-first ballot Ben 
Lee Hardin, brother of General Hardin, got 
the floor and introduced a resolution pro- 
viding for adjournment sine die and that 
the regular party authority be instructed 
to provide for a new convention. This was 
the resolution agreed upon by the Stone- 
Hardin managers at their conference.

The two races came to a clash late in the 
afternoon in Glasgow Hollow, where the 
negroes had congregated, armed with win- 
chesters. A white man passing along the 
road was held upand besides being abused, 
was roughly handled. This news soon 
spread, and an armed body of white mi- 
ners moved toward the hollow. It js sup- 
posed that they went around by a circui- 
tous route in the mountains and came’ 
upon the negroes unexpectedly. 

Ringleader Falls First. 

Ed Ellis, the ringleader, armed with a 
rifle and Colt’s revolver, fell at the first 
volley. A rifle bullet did the work. There 
was another yolley and four of the other 
negroes fell. Jim Dill and Adam Samuels 
died a few minutes later after being re- 
moved to a negro house. George Thomas 
waé shot through the abdomen with a win- 
chester bullet. He is not expected to re- 
cover. Rudolf Williams will live. 

The trouble started yesterday when it 
was thought that John Shepherd, who on 
last Wednesday afternoon assaulted Mrs. 
Monroe Jones near Corona, was in that 
community. The negroes armed them- 
selves to prevent his capture. Both sides 
were aroused and only the timely arrival 
of a sheriff's posse prevented an outbreak. 
This morning the negro miners held a mass 
meeting and refused to 20 to Work. They 
all belong to a secret organization known 
as the “Knights of Africa” or the “Myste- 
rious Ten."’ They keep rifles and ammuni- 
tion on hand at all times. It Was in the 
afternoon that they gathered in Glasgow 
Hollow, although with what intention is 
not known. 

Ellis Had Threatened O’Brien. 

Influential citizens say that the ringlead- 
ers are now out of the way. and they hope 
to manage the other negroes. Ed Ellis, 
the head of the band. and holding the chief 
office in the secret organization, made a 
speech to the negroes just before his death, 
telling them not to helieve what the white 
officers had told them. and swearing that 
he for one would get even with Sheriff 
O’Brien, who yesterday at the noint of a 
shotgun ordered him to disperse his gane. 

Shortly after the riot Sheriff O’Brien left 
here with a hundred armed men. 

He now has the situaiton in hand for 
the time being, although late reports say 
the situation is extremely critical. and that 
the negroes are talking of avenging the 
death of their leaders. 

Sheriff O’Brien, who ts now at Bloss- 
burg, has received a message from Adams.- 
ville, three miles from that place. esking 
for protection.

Mckinley Takes Up Problem of

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RECRUITING FORCE TESTED 


‘Otis Demands “tfective" force of 
$0,000 Men at Manila During 
the Long Rainy Seasen, 


FURLOUGHS FOR THE VOLUNTEERS 


President Realizes That a Standing 
Army Must Be Kept at Manila To 
Back Up Offensive Move- 
ments—Recruiting May 
Become General. 


Washington, June 27.—The president upon 
his return to Washington was promptly 
acquainted with the situation in the Philip- 
pines as exhibited in General Otis’s state- 
ment cabled yesterday. 

He was in conference for a time with 
Secretary Alger respecting the best method 
of carrying out General Otis’s desire to 
ynaintain at least throughout the rainy sea- 
Bon an effective fighting force of not less 
than 30,000 men in the islands. 

In the general's last estimate, which was 
received yesterday, it is noted that he asks 
for an “effective’’ force of 30,000 men. The 
last estimate will oblige the war department 
to secure more troops. General Otis’s sick 
report and his casualty list make it evi- 
dent that provision must be made at once 
tv supply the shortage of about 15 per cent 
in his force. The officials are taking into 
consideration the assurance of the medical 
wuthorities that no diminution in its disa- 
bility rate can be expected during the wet 
Beason, but that the condition may grow 
even worse as the season advances. Many 
of these men will have to be invalided home 
to the United States, it being demonstrated 
particularly in the typhoid cases that con- 
valescence is rare unless the patient leaves 
the Philippines. 

Thus the department will be under the 
hecessity of keeping a steady flow of re- 
cruits from the United States, if General 
Otis’s desire is to be complied with. The 
recruiting officers’ report an ability on 
their part to supply 1,000 men a week, more 
than sufficient, it is believed, to meet Gen- 
eral Otis’s needs in the future, while as for 
the present, the department has assembled 
5,000 recruits at San Francisco ready for 
transportation as soon as the ships can be 
found. 

It is not known at the war department 
how General Otis has succeeded in his un- 
dertaking té form three skeleton regiments 
from the volunteers now in the Philippines 
who are willing to re-enljst. An impression 
prevails at the war department that a large 
proportion of the volunteers may be re- 
enlisted if some arrangement can be made 
whereby the men can be allowed to make 
a visit to the friends and relatives in the 
Cnited States. The idea is to re-enlist them 
in the Philippines and give them a furlough 
to return to the United States. This fur- 
lough would be for at least four months, 
for more than half of that time would be 
tequired to make the round trip from 
Manila to the United States. 


OTIS OPENS BLOCKADED PORTS. 


Trade Between the Islands Will Now 
Be Resumed Again. 

Manila, June 27.—7 a. m.—Major General 
Dtis has ordered the opening of trade of 
many important ports that have been closed 
tince the outbreak. These include San 
Fernando, on the west coast of Luzon: 
Aparri, on the north coast; Curimoa and all 
ports in the islands of Samar and Leyie. 

Many ships used in inter-island commerce 
have been tied up in the harbor here for 
months, and the shippers and merchants 
have been urging the government to raise 
the blockade.

Yesterday four guns of Hobbe’s battery 
and other artillery bombafded the Filipino 
blockhouses and trenches about two miles 
north of San Fernando. The blockhouses, 
which had been used by Filipino sharp- 
shooters to annoy the American outposts, 
were destroyed. The enemy made no re- 
sistance. Yesterday the Spanish consul gen- 
eral, Wearing a brilliant uniform, visited 
Major General Otis. He was received in the 
latter's office, which is hung with portraits 
of Spanish royal personages. In the course 
of a graceful speech he said that the Span- 
jards in the Philippines would hold no re- 
sentment because of the past, and would 
entertain no sentiments but those of re- 
spect toward the new regime.

Mills of the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany Capitalized at $500,000, - 
000—Settlement Likely. 


Chicago, June 27.—The American Tin Piate 
Company, which, barring four mills, has a 
monopoly of the tin plate manufacturing in- 
terest of the United, is facing the prospect 
of a general strike next Friday night, the 
result of which will be to chose all its mills. 
Twenty-five thousand skilled workmen and 
15,000 laborers are likely to be involved. 

Notice of a general strike, to begin I'ri- 
day night, has been issued, 

While the officials of the company in 
charge deny there is any ill-feeling result- 
ing from the failure to agree over the 
wage scale, it was admitted that the com- 
pany’s mills are to be shut down. It was 
also practically admitted at the company’s 
offices that the shut-down would continue 
until the wage scale was agreed to by 
both sides. 

Seccnd Vice President W. T. Graham, of 
the tin plate company, denied there was 
any feeling between the Amalgamated As- 
sociation and the officials over the wage 
scale. 

“The committee came here under instruc- 
tions to ask for 4 per cent increase and as 
we understand it, they had no authority 
to accept anything else,’’ he said. “The 
members of the committee were here sever- 
al days. We submitted a compromise prop- 
osition, but the committee said they had no 
authority to accept it and asked to sub- 
mit it to the different unions, Our propo- 
sition was for an advance equivalent to that 
paid by the manufacturers of iron and steel 
sheets, approximately 11 per cent. 

“As the contract with the association 
lasted only until June 30th, there was noth- 
ing left for us to do but shut down until 
the company's proposition had been sub- 
mitted to the various unions of the Amal- 
gamated Association. There is no talk of 
strike.”’

‘This new union will be the biggest local 
central labor body on the face of the earth.

PUMPS WERE FUTILE TO AID 


Captain Ingram Ordered His Men To 
Leave in Small Boats. 


DESPERATE EFFORT TO SAVE VALUABLES 
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Burning of the Pawnee Occurred Off 
Cape Henry and No Explanation 
Can Be Given by Crew. 


Wilmington, N. C., June 27.—The George 
W. Clyde steamship, Captain Robinson, of 
the New York Clyde line, arrived in this 
port at 11 o'clock this morning with Cap- 
tain A. D. Ingram and crew of the steamer 
Pawnee on board, the Clyde having picked 
them up from the small boats very soon 
after they abandoned the Pawnee, leaving 
her wrapped in flames. An Associated 
Press representative called upon Captain 
Ingram soon after his arrival here;ar\l was 
told that the Pawnee was abandoned off 
Currittuck, on the coast of this state, a 
little past midnight on Sunday night. 

The fire was discovered about midnight 
and had gained such headway that every 
effort to check the flames was futile. Thev 
leaped in great volume from t'g2 forward 
hold of the vessel and dense smoke com- 
pletely enveloped the decks. When the 
alarm was made Captain Ingram was 
asleep, and no sooner had he rushed out 
and taken in the situation, than he saw 
that if he saved his crew he must get 
them off at once. However, the pumps 
were set to work and threw two streams 
of water upon the flames for several min- 
utes before he gave the order for the 
boats to be lowered and the ship aban- 
doned. 

While the crew was manning the small 
boats, Captaih Ingram rushed into his cab- 
i: for some valuables which he hoped to 
save. When he heached the ship’s side 
the boat had drifted out of reach and about 
that time the smoke shifted so as to en- 
velop that side of the vessel and 
captain ordered the crew to row the boat 
to the windward side. This they did, but 
in the meantime the wind shifted again, 
the heat and smoke forcing them to puil 
away without their captain. There were 
three vain efforts of this kind made, the 
beat being rowed to first one side of the 
vessel and then the other in attempts to 
reach the captain. Finally Captain Ingram 
leaped into the water and swam 200 feet 
or more toward the boat. One of the crew 
held an oar out to him and pulled him 
in, completely exhausted and almost un- 
conscious. In the meantime the George 
W. Clyde had sighted the Pawnee in flames 
and bore down. upon her in time to pick 
up the captain and crew within a few 
minutes after they abandoned the burning 
ship. 

Captain Ingram the Pawnee had 
a full cargo on board, principally lumber, 
of which there was between 500,000 and 
600,000 feet. There was also a quantity 
of cotton. She cleared from Brunswick 
last Friday. Captain Ingram’'s family re- 
sides here and he wll await the orders 
in this city. 

The Pawnee's crew consisted of twenty- 
one men, with the following officers: Chief 
officer, B. MacBeth; second officer, Joseph 
Parker; chief engineer, Clayton Platt, and 
assistant engineer, John Ego. All are well.

In geology the present furnishes the key 
to the past. The correct interpretation of 
geological phenomena is only to 
him who is familiar with the agents and 
processes whereby effects are wrought to- 
day.

Ice floods 
carried detritus from Norway to Great 
sritain. The region fgom Hudson bay to 
the Ohio river was practically one great 
southward-moving sheet of ice, and icy 
desolation spread its unbroken continuity 
from central Nebraska to the Atlantic 
ocean. Streams of ice having thetr sources 
in perennial accumulations of snow are 
called glaciers, and the prevalence of ma- 
jestic glaciers down to the middle latitudes 
of both continents justifies the usage of

Time Relations of the Glacial Epoch. 
That some portions of the earth’s sur- 
face have suffered extensive giaciation at 
widely different epoclés of geological time 
recent researches in world history leave no 
room to doubt; but the glacial epoch, as 
the term is usually accepted and applied, 
is one of comparatively recent date. What 
is known in geology as the recent epoch— 
the time since the inauguration of present 
climatic conditions; the time sind the in-

Conditions of the Glacial Epoch Com- 
pared with Those of the Tertiary.

Glaciers trans- 
port and redistribute, hundreds of miles, it 
may be, from the original sources, ail 
grades of loose materials, from finest silt 
or clay to bowlders a score or more of 
feet in diameter. In the case of extinct 
glaciers of large extent the transported 
materials are left, where the ice melted, in 
an unassorted mass, which may take the 
form of an irregularly heaped up ridge 
coinciding in position and direction with 
the terminal margin of the ice, or it may 
take the form of a broad sheet covering 
the surface from which the ice gradually 
retreated by progressive melting.

In very 
many cases the transported rocks bear 
clearest evidence of glacial planing, and 
the underlying native ledges are planed and 
scored in unmistakable fashion. Here are 
footprints of glaciers on a stupendous scale. 
That the area in question has been sub- 
merged beneath @ sea of ice thousands of 
feet in depth becomes evident to any com- 
petent observer. 

Work Accomplished by the Ice of the 

Glacial Epoch. 

The ice of the glacial epoch, like all other 
glacial ice, performed geological work on 
a scale proportioned in some degree to the 
thickness of the glaciers, their duration in 
time and the area of the region upon which 
they operated. The work of such ice is 
largely mechanical, Three processes are in- 
volved—destructive, translative and con- 
structive. The destructive effects wrought 
within the limits of glaciation during the 
glacial epoch need only be mentioned. The 
ice was certainly, in some instances, thou- 
sands of feet in thickness. It flowed for 
distances varying from 10 to 600 or 700 miles. 
In North America alone it covered half the 
continent. The volume of rock material 
that was crushed and ground and reduced 
to finest rock flour exceeds computation. 
The glaciers of this epoch were effective 
agents of transportation. An immense vol- 
ume of loose detritus was carried forward 
ia various ways by the ice, to be deposited 
scores or hyndreds of miles from the initial 
point of its tedlously slow journey. Pregla- 
cial valleys 300 or 400 or 500 feet in depth 
were filled with glacial debris, and exten- 
sive plains are now found buried under 
similar material to a detph of scores of 
feet. The size of the fragments seems not 
to have affected either the rate or the 
ease of the translative process, for bowlders 
of crystalline rocks from far to the north- 
ward, thirty feet in diameter, lie on the 
plains of northeastern Iowa along with 
pebbles and sand and clay, presumably 
from the same region.

W'CORD’S SLAYERS 


BOTH BOUND OVER 


Moore and His Sen Are Given Another 
Preliminary Trial. 


THE EVIDENCE IS DAMAGING 
Young Man mane Not Deny the Kill- 
ing, but Claims Self-Defense. 


FATHER IS COMMITTED TO JAIL 


Brothers of the Dead Man Attend the 
Hearing and Are Anxious 
for Conviction. 


—_———- - 


Thomaston, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—The 
commitment trial of Charley Moore, charg- 
ed with the murder of Mathew McCord, was 
concluded here this evening, and the defend- 
ant was bound over to the superior court, 
the case being heard before Judge Olin T. 
Lester, assisted by Judges John W. Warren 
and J. W. Pilkinton. <A large number of 
witnesses were examined; the evidence was 
heavy, and in some degree conflicting, and 
the trial progressed slowly, each debatable 
poimt in the case being strongly contested. 

The theory of the attorneys for the de- 
fendant was that of self-defense, while the 
attorneys for the state contended that it 
was premeditated murder. 

Charley Moore, In his statement, admitted 
that he did the killing, but claimed that 
McCord had felled his aunt to the earth 
with a stick, and was advancing upon him 
with something outsretched in his hand, 
which in the dark he could not plainly dis- 
cern, and that he fred, fearing his life 
might be taken. 

The most damaging evidence against the 
cefendant was that given by Tom Smith to 
the effect that the difficulty with McCord 
was provoked, and that McCord was in the 
road and going in the direction of his home 
when assailed. 

The charge against Tom Moore, fatlfér of 
Charley Moore, who is accused of having 
participated in the killing and having 
commanded his son to shoot, was taken up 
immediately after that of Charley Moore 
had been disposed of. The attorneys en- 
tered into an agreement allowing all the 
evidence produced in the trial of Charley 
Moore to be used in this case. The state 
proved by many witnesses that bad feeling 
existed between James A. Moore and Mc- 
Cord, and contended that the killing was 
the preduct and result of this ancient 
grudge end family feud. 

At 5:30 o’clock p. m. both sides announced 
closed, and after consultation, the attorneys 
agreed to submit the case without argu- 
ment. The three justices presiding then re- 
tired to the jury room, and after the lapse 
of a few minutes, returned and delivered 
their judgment of the court committing the 
defendant to jail, without bail, to answer 
at the next November term of Upson su- 
perior court\to the charge of murder. 

Public opinion is strongly against the 
Moores, and great interest has been felt in 
the result of the trial. The two brothers 
of the dead man have been in constant at- 
tendance upon the court, and seem de- 
termined to leave nothing undone and to 
spare themselves no exertion in order to 
convict the two men who they think un- 
lawfully took away their brother's life. 

Crowds have been in attendance upon the 
trial, and the courtroom has been crowded 
with people each day during the progress of 
the trial. 

Sunday werht, June 4th, Mathew McCord, 
an industrious afd well-known farmer liv- 
ing in t-—- szrthwestern part of Upson 
county, was killed near the residence of 
Mrs. Lucinda Kendrick, a relative of the 
defendant, his death being caused by a gun- 
shot wound in his right side just under the 
right arm. The gun with which he was 
killed was a doubled breech-loading shot- 
gun, and the fatal shot was fired by 
Charley Moore while McCord was within 
about ten feet of him.

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Feature of the Day Was Professor 
Gibson’s Address on State’s Duty 
in Educating Children. 


Warm Springs, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Teachers’ Association met at 
Warm Springs today, the occasion being its 
thirty-third annual session.

Major Slaton is one of the trustees of the 
association, and Professor Slaton has for 
two years been its treasurer. 

The morning session was called to order 
promptly at 9:30 o’clock by President J. M. 
Pound, of Barnesville. who dispensed with 


the usual annual address and instead laid | 


before the convention a series of letters 
relative to the change of a meeting place. 


The entire programme of the day was | 


carried out and a number of important pa- 
pers were read. Among these that of C. B. 
Gibson, superintendent of the Columbus 
school, was especially interesting. His sub- 
ject was “The Measure of the State’s Duty 
in the Education of Its Children.’’

Mr. Atkinson’s Card. 

In the card from Mr. H. M. Atkinson, 
which appears elsewhere, The Constitu- 
tion regrets to see that he construes a 
recent editorial as being “inimical’’ to 
certain interests which he has in charge. 
It is also to be regretted that in this 
ard Mr. Atkinson should have departed 
from the subject matter under discus- 
sion to impute motives which are 
certainly foreign to The Constitution, 
and which he will as certainly disavow 
as soon as he thinks over the situation. 

The Constitution must first repudiate 
any such construction of its expressions 
or its motives which would make it 
“inimical” to any enterprise seeking ad- 
mission into this city, or as favoring 
one against another. Having an equal 
friendship for all the gentlemen con- 
nected with all the different street car 
enterprises, The Constitution only pre- 
Sumes to ask for an honest, business- 
like consideration of their plans, and 
for the treatment of each with the same 
consideration which went to the other. 
Such a claim as this is one which can- 
not be construed with fairness as be- 
ing inimical in any sense of the word. 
There are but two parties to the ques- 
tion of franchises—the promoters, who 
desire to obtain them, and the people. 
The Constitution distinctly refuses to 
believe that it is a contest between cer- 
tain sets of prcmoters, but it insists 
that it is one between the promoters as 
a whole and the people. 

Now be it remembered these people 
are being called upon from time to time 
to surrender valuable franchises which 
turn money in the pockets of the pro- 
moters,-and all the return the people 
get is the privilege of paying a good 
round sum for accommodations which 
are given to them. Nevertheless the 
people have argued that if these ac- 
commodations are really given, even 
though they have to be paid for very 
highly, the franchise has brought them 
profit with which they are satisfied. In 
the natural order of things somebody 
gets one of these franchises first on 
certain streets. For instance the Con- 
solidated owns franchises on Peachtree 
street, and the Collings Park and Belt 
Railroad Company owns one out to the 
Chattahoochee river. Now when a con- 
test arises in which the Consolidated 
would seek to cripple the Collins Park 
System or the Collins Park system 
would seek to cripple the Consolidated, 
all because of certain profits which may 
come to the stockholders of either. It 
becomes the duty of the authorit‘es 
not to permit themselves to be use as 
a mere football as between these con- 
tending interests. 

The Collins Park system hes 
given a franchise over certain territory 
to the Chattahoochee. It hag invested 
meney in that enterprise, based upon 
the granting of the franchise. There 
were two parties to this proceeding, as 
already intimated in general terms—the 
stockholders and the people. Now if 
the people along the Chattahoochee line 
are being honestly and faithfully 
served, there would exist no reason why 
the stockholders should be annoyed in 
the enjoyment of their property; but if 
these stockholders fail to do their duty, 
then it becomes the duty of the author- 
ties to call them to time by the most 
summary method within their power. 
This same rule applies to the Consoli- 
dated. ‘In other words, the authori- 
ties, in granting franchises, shonld see 
to it that the service for which the 
franchise is granted is performed, and 
that no sky rockeling of franchises is 
indulged in simply for the benefit of 
street car stockholders, and without re- 
garl for the pecple at large whose 
grant is thug made an article of profit. 

Atlanta is by 1:0 means “a finished 
city;” there is rcom enovgh here,as Mr. 
Atkinson intimates, for ail the capital 
which may come fer its development; 
but while this is true it does not follow 
that franchises which are sought tor 
_ Simply as commercial bludgeens should 
- « be indiscriminately granted e'ther to 
_ the one company or the other. The Con- 
stitution would just as strenuously op- 
bose the parallelling of the Collins 


been 


Park property by the Consolidated, as 
it would that of the Consolidated by the 
Collins Park people. We do not as- 
sume, however, that any of the fran- 
chises at present applied for are of this 
character. That is a matter for the 
authorities to look into most carefully, 
having in view the benefit of the people, 
and not that of the stockholders, save 
in so far as to preserve good faith 
with those with whom they have enter- 
ed into obligation. 

That the franchise granting power 
would be justified in protecting exist- 
ing investments, even against competi- 
tion, is a principle which entered large- 
ly into the recent municipal election. 
One of the issues of that election was 
municipal ownership in which the 
whole people would be benefited, but 
probably at a temporary loss to certain 
capital invested in electric light 
tracts. Those representing such con- 
traccts fought bitterly against a defiinite 
application of municipal ownership, tak- 
ing an active personal part in the can- 
vass, all based upon the declaration 
that capital already invested in a pri- 
vate plant should not be placed at a 
disadvantage. Mr. Atkinson will, of 
course, ready remember the whole con- 
troversy. 

But behind all of this the real fight 
Which The Constitution would make is 
still to be brought up. It has happen- 
ed in many cities of the union that 
charters were applied for for street car 
lines never honestly contemplated and 
impossible of fulfillment, the object 
merely being to use the new franchise 
as a club with which to drive an old 
one into terms, not with the people who 
have a right to consideration, but with 
an opposing set of stockholders who 
seek personal benefit out of the trans- 
action. These franchises once granted 
are held in terror over the head of in- 
vested capital, or of those who may in- 
vest, simply awaiting a convenient sale. 

Now if there is any profit in a street 
car franchise it should go to the people, 
and the pecple should hold it within 
their own hands until they are able 
either to use it themselves, or to see 
that the purpose for which they grant 
it to others is strictly and faithfully 
carried out. such a policy as this is 
one which stands ag much to the credit 
of the Collin: Park company as it 
could to that of the Consolidated. 
Wherever each line has entered it should 
be protected, and at the same time it 
should be compelled to serve the people 
up to, the most modern requirement. 
Wherever there is new territory to be 
opened out, the franchise for that new 
territory should be granted; not as a 
mere commercial football, but to such 
company as those having the business 
of the people in hand conceive can do 
most for the public improvement. 

Hence The Constitution must not be 
regarded as attacking an existing com- 
pany, for it does not. It only vealls for 
more care in granting away the rights 
of the people in order that they may 
have that return which shoulg come to 
them, and that every existing franchise 
should be ag fully protected, as we de- 
mand it should be responsible back. to 
the people for service rendered. 

Mr. Atkinson declares that he is not 
seeking franchises for purpose of delay 
or for harming anybody; that there is 
room for the lines which he proposes 
to be operated to the advantage of the 
people as well as to the profit of the 
promoters, and without injury to others. 
All of these statements are such as will 
be to his advantage when placed be- 
fore the franchise-granting power for 
consideration, and if fully established. 
The Constitution will be rejoiced to 
see the proper result follow. 


Money Worshipers. 

“Money is not everything in this 
world,’ says General Leonard Wood. 
The remark was made in explanation of 
his refusal of a salary of $30,000 a year 
to be president of a street railway in 
Washington, D. C. In response to an 
inquiry whether he would accept the 
position, General Wood declared that 
he would not leave the military gervice 
of the United States as long as his ser- 
viceg are needed, “not for $30,000 a year, 
nor twice that amount.” To this sen- 
tence he added the remark that ‘“‘money 
is not the only thing in this world.” 

And yet it is to be feared=that in this 
age, when the cold maxims of Bentham 
seem to have penetrated ‘to the very 
core of things, rooting out the ideal, 
and chilling the principles of Christian- 
ity, few will realize the real importance 
of General ‘Wood’s remar We live 
in times so desperately and fatally util- 
itarian that only recently the claim was 
made by certain theologians that world- 
ly prosperity is one of the chief notes 
of Christianity. With this absurd con- 
tention we have nothing to do, save to 
mention it as one of the signs of the 
remarkable tendencies of the times—one 
of the evidences that utilitarianism—ex- 
cellent in its place—has so far over- 
grown its limits as to demand that all 
the talents of man ave to be devoted 
to money geting. 

This is the sole end of education in 
the eyes of those who have the ear of 
the public; and the idea has made such 
tremendous strides that it seems to be 
only a question of time when colleges 
and universities will be abolished, or 
reserved for the sons and daughters of 
those who have money to thrown away. 
Such is the tendency of the times, and 
it is refreshing to hear the voice of a 
simple brigadier general, drawing a sal- 
ary of $5,500, refusing to desert a post 
where he is engaged ‘in a great hu- 
mane work for a position where his in- 
come would be six times as large, and 
to hear him announce that “money is 
not the only thing in this world.” The 
announcement is timely indeed, but like 
many another great truth, it will hardly 
reach the ears of a deaf generation. 

Among the offerings in last Sunday’s 
metropolitan newspapers may be found 
a wonderful cartoon which speaks |oud- 
ly and eloquently in behalf of money 
getting as the end and aim of a young 
man’s ambition. In this remarkable 
picture we have a view of a body of 
young men issuing forth from a college 
armed with their diplomas and turning 
up their noses at manual labor, In 
another section of the same picture we 
have a representation of these same 
young nen applying for positions as 
motormen, hotel waiters and the like, 
while a stream of foreign skilled labor 
is pouring into the country to fill all 
the more desirable positions. 

Now, the moral which young men 
are expected to draw from this cartoon 
may be stated in language as various 
as that of Mr. Billy Moon, but it 
amounts to the same thing in the end. 
The young men are warned that a col- 


con- 


lege or @ university education but in- 
stills into their minds a scorn for labor. 
The proper comment to make here is 
that the whole representation embodies 
a monstrous falsehood—monstrous be- 
cause it is given circulation in the face 
of the world’s experience. This is what 
is called ginning against light and truth. 
It ig not to be denied that many young 
men with college diplomas have exag- 
gerated notions of their accomplish- 
ments, and this conceit breeds a cer- 
tain scorn for work that ig not altogeth- 
er intellectual. 

But this disposition is not the result 
of education. nor the fault of colleges 
and universities. It is a matter of tem- 
perament, and is inseperable from weak 
natures. It ig the fault of the individ- 
ual. But the chances are ninety-nine 
out of one hundred that their college 
training will save these weak natures 
at the last. We hear it said of various 
men, more or less successful ag this 
world goes, that they owe nothing to 
colleges and universities; and frequently 
we see paraded in the newspapers and 
periodicals a long list of names of men 
who have won success ip the profes- 
sions, and even in literature, without a 
college education. 

If this be the means of giving conso- 
lation and hope to those who are wun- 
fortunately unable to obtain a college 
education, and who have to meet life 
strenuously from the first, well and 
good; no harm is done. But the trouble 
igs that the superficial and the unreflect- 
ing will infer that the meaning of such 
success is that a college or a university 
education, not being essential to suc- 
cess insome notable instances,igs essen- 
tial in none. This idea has had tremen- 
dously damaging growth during the 
past decade or two, so that now the 
average young man is invited—nay urged 
-to limit his ambition for education to 
the things in which there is a visible 
profit. For him, al] that is ideal must 
be abolished, and his mind must be dis- 
ciplined and trained only in the direc- 
tion of money getting. All the nobler 
instincts which must be suppressed, and 
the education which is its own chief 
end and aim, and which permeates all 
that is noble and true in religion and 
in life must be left altogether out of 
account, 

We venture to say that not one of the 
men who have won success in spite of 
the illumination which the higher edu- 
cation would shed on their mfnds, reach- 
es his prime without perceiving that 
his efforts are cramped and limited by 
the limits of his education. Some of 
them, indeed, go on to educate them- 
selves in a haphazard way, but the re- 
sults of their efforts in this direction 
are sadly inferior to the training they 
would have received at the universities. 
where all the necessary implements and 
apparatus are close at hand and avail- 
able. 

‘This seems a long way from General 
Wood's text, but, in fact, we are dig- 
ging around the root of the evil. Money, 
like the education which looks to money 
getting, is well enough in its place; 
but it is not everything. It is today, 
as always, the evil of evils when improp- 
erly used. Yet the whole population, 
deferring to the views of those who 
should have more illumination, is rapid- 
ly coming to believe that money is the 
thing to live and die for. This idea 
has become so widespread that it is not 
a stranger in some of the fashionable 
pulpits.

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General Wood and the Cubans. 

The career of General Leonard Wood 
is a very remarkable one. He has had 
adventures by field and flood; he has 
practiced medicine; he has _ fought 
Indians; he has fought Span- 
iards; and now he has conquered the 
proud and sensitive natures of the Cu- 
bans with whom, as commandant of 
the Santiagc district, he has _ been 
brought in contact. This, his latest 
and most remarkable experience, is the 
result of his tact and intelligence. He 
has used peaceful methods only; but 
he has studied the natures of the peo- 
ple around him, so different from our 
own, and has adapted his methods to 
them. 

His success is in such direct contrast 
with the experience of other command- 
ers that the public cannot escape the 
conclusion that the thousand and one 
complaints and criticisms of the Cuban 
people which is set forth in print, spring 
from temperaments which refuse to 
study or ugderstand the islanders. Why 
has General Wood no complaints to 
make against the Cubans? Simply be- 
cause he is a man of large sympathies, 
high intelligence and great executive 
ability. In short, he is one of those su- 
perior men-who are equal to every 
emergency that presents itself. 

In’ speaking of his return to Cuba (he 
was in New York last Fridav) he said 
that the Cubans in Santiago are con- 
tented and happy. He declared that it 
is a mistake to say that Cubans will 
not work. ‘They will do anything for 
which they are paid, with the exception 
of working in the mines, for which 
they have an aversion, or, as General 
Wood suggests, an inherited supersti- 
tion against it. ‘There will be no dif- 
ficulties in Cuba,” said the general, “un- 
less they are of our making.” His 
testimony is that there are plenty of 
laborers in Cuba and plenty of work 
to be had. In his district, he says, a 
riot couldn’t be stirred up. Everybody 
is contented for the first time in years, 
and General Wood's conclusion is that 
we have only to give the Cubans a good 
government, so good that they will he 


reluctant to do without it, and that, he | 


contends, “is an easy matter.” 

In view of General Wood's remark- 
able suceesses in dealing with the Cu- 
bans, The Globe-Democrat suggests that 
he be made governor general of the is- 
land. hig suggestion is one that 
should be indorsed by those who desire 
to see all the Cubans form an independ- 
ent government as well as those who 
favor annexetion. Under the adminis- 
tration of Gereral Wood, the Cubans 
would learn that the American occupa- 
tion of the island after the war is dil- 
rectly in line with the humane purpose 
which compelled the Spaniards to evac- 
uate Cuba, and that, whether they de- 
sire to set up for themselves or become 
a part of this republic, the pattern of 
government which is cut out for them 
means the highest liberty which can 
flow from justice and equity.

| PRACTICAL EDUCATION 
AND HOW TO GET IT 


Hon. J. Pope Brown is an outspoken ad- 
vocate of practical education. 

The Constitution's recent interview with 
Mr. Joel Hurt made quite an impression 
upon Mr. Brown, and in speaking of it, 
he said: 

“I read with much pleasure the inter- 
view with Mr. Hurt on practical educa- 
tion. The education which teaches a man 
to do something on the farm and in the 
factory is what we need in the south. 
That was the kind of education intended 
by Mr. Morrill when he introduced his 
bill in congress during the ftfties. He ar- 
ranged to have so much money appro- 
priated to each state from the sale of the 
public lands for the establishment of an 
agricultural and mechanical college in 
every commonwealth in the union. The 
state of Georgia has never used the fund 
for the purpose intended. It is a great 
pity that it has not been properly used. 
I regard the failure to do so, and the 
failure of our people to appreciate the im- 
portance of its object as having retarded 
the progress of the state many years. This 
cHpping from the June number of The 
Manufacturers’ Record will give you an 
idea of the kind of practical education 
which is needed here.” 


The clipping Peferred to by Mr. Brown 
contained an essay on the “Practical Edu- 
cation of the Farmer,’ read before the 
Tennessee Farmers’ institute by Dr. T. 
W. Harwell. It is too jong to reproduce 
here, but I will condense its main points. 

Public school education should have spe- 
clal reference to the place which a farmer 
ig destined to fill as a citizen, and to his 
industrial Iife-to .ae business he is to 
follow and to bread-winning. 

The public school should become the most 
important ang useful factor in the educa- 
tion of the farmer. 

This can be said without underestimating 
the importance of primary or preparatory 
studies, and without eliminating the uni- 
versity in the farmer's education. 

Indeed, the university will enjoy a new 
life and a new growth when elementary 
agriculture shall take 4ts proper place in 
the public schools and become an essential 
part of the education of every pupil. 

The public school and the university 
should be so closely related, each in its 
sphere, that they will work together for 
the agricultural interests of the state. 

When an education furnishes no food for 
thought, nor gives direction to the min|/, 
it teads neither to the university, nor into 
the fields of agricultural literature. 

According to Dr. “John Wilson, an emi- 
nent educational authority, ‘“‘unless a boy 
is started in the right direction by the 
time he is twelve years old, he will never 
get in the right way.’’ 

In our rural schools there is nothing in 
the routine to give a farmer's boy ‘the 
habit of study. Store his mind, however, 
With the elementary principles of scientific 
agriculture, and though the study may 
be involuntary on his part, there will be 
food for thought when he is planning his 
farm work that may awaken the activities 
of the mind and lead to study and inquiry, 
and lead up to the college, when otherwise 
it would not have received a thought. 


Nearly every agricultural convention, 
State and national, for twenty years has 
indorsed the proposed teaching of element- 
ary agriculture in the public schools, and 
Secretary Wilson. of the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture, favored it. 

Years ago older countries took this step. 

ue special education of every tiller of 
the soil has become a necessity, and the 
public schools have become the prime fac- 
tors in the education of the farmer in all 
European countries. Twenty years ago 
France introduced the study of elementary 
agriculture into her 3,000 schools. Italy, 
with an area about twice the size of 
Tennessee, has a half dozen universities, 
an agricultural college in each of her 
twenty-six provinces, and also teaches the 
rudiments of the science {n every village 
schvol, 

We should follow in the footsteps of 
these old countries now, and not wait 
until necessity forces us to do so. 

The renovation of our waste lands, the 
restoration of depleted soils, the cheapen- 
ing of production and other questions 
along these lines, and new methods and 
implements are today awalting the awak- 
ened thought of the schools—the educated 
intelligence—the directing force. 

It is time for us to make the public 
school praotically prepare the pupfl for 
good citizenship and bread-winning. 

Sometimes a great idea travels rapidlv— 
fills many minds and acts with almost 
electric energy. 

Recently Mr. Joel Hurt, Hon. Hoke Smith 
and now Hon. J. Pope Brown have pointed 
out cheap and feasible methods of practical 
education for the youth of this state, in 
both agricultural and mechanical lines. 

The subject seems to be in the air. 
Everybody is discussing it. The newspa- 
pers are full of it. Even the politicians will 
take hold of it next. They generally fol- 
low public opinion. 

The Philadelphia Times says in a recent 
editorial: 

“Mr. Huntington, one of the great rail- 
way magnates of the Pacifie slope, recently 
made the startling utterance that the 
masses of the people of this country were 
becoming more and more unfitted for use- 
fulness in industrial pursuits because of 
the higher education they are receiving 
under our free school systems. Such a 
declaration coming from one who occupies 
a very prominent position in the business 
and financial world, grated very harshly 
upon the progressive sentiment of the na- 
tion that firmly belHeves in general edu- 
cation as the corner stone of safety to 
our free institutions. 

“As long as our social system shall en- 
courage the belief that education may fit 
a man or woman to maké a livelihood 
without labor, many thousands who strug- 
gle to win education will have only failure 
and humillatipn for all the sacrifice they 
have made to prepare themselves for a 
Successful pursuit. 

“If we were to advertise tomorrow morn- 
ing for a clerk or bookkeeper at $12 or $15 
a week, and at the same time advertise 
for a carpenter, or a bricklayer, or a stone 
mason, or a plasterer or any other me- 
Chanic at the same wages, we would re- 
ceive fifty applications for the clerkship 
to one for the mechanical employment; and 
among the applicants for the clerkship 
would be graduates of the best colleges 
of the land who, after plodding through a 
collegiate course, fi.d themselves unfitted 
for success in the professions and are giad 
to accept any position that will give them 
bread. 

“A good mechanic !s always employed at 
better wages than tne collegiate graduate 
can command unless he has special fitness 
for distinction in, some intellectual pursuit, 
If these young collegiate graduates who 
are glad to accept a cierkship had devoted 
the same energy to fit themselves for some 
mechanical pursuit they would enter the 
battle of Mte as masters, and their gser- 
vices would be sought for on every hand. 

“There never Was a time when this coun- 
try needed so many thoroughly educated 
men for industrial or mechanical pursuits. 
There are open doors to success and for- 
tune for all who have fair ability and 
choose to fit themselves thoroughly for 
such a pursuit. If the late President Frank 
Thomson, of the Pennsylvania Rallroad 
Company, had gone to college when he 
Was sixteen years of age he would doubt- 
less have made a creditable lawyer or 
doctor, and won a fair measure of auc- 
cess in life, ‘but he chose to enter the 
railroad shops at Altouna as an apprentice, 
and devoted all his broad intelligence and 
tireless application to wecome a master in 
his mechanical art; when he graduated 
@s a master mechanic he was fitted to take 
command of a division; soon became gen- 
eral superintendent of one line; later gen- 
eral superintendent of the great Pennsyl- 
Vania system, and closed his career as one 
of the best all-around presidents that com- 
pany has ever had, 

“The fault is not in the higher educa- 
tlon offered to American young men and 
women. The fault is wholly in their mis- 
understanding of the many fields it offers 
for success in life. Higher education 
should be accepted hy all as the best open 
door to the highest success in industrial 
and mechanical pursuits. Whenever it 
shall be thus accepted the many thousands 
of educated failures will be supplanted 


by the many thousands of collegiate grad- 


uates entering into the vast industrial and 
mechanical pursuits, which must command 
respect for all who respect themseives. 
‘It is quite true that higher education 
has injured a very considerable class of 
the American youths, but it is not 80 
much the fault of education'as the fault 
of those who misapply their’ abilities and 
their opportunities. The root of the evil 
in our educational system is in ths very 
widely accepted theory that an educaced 
man or woman should make a: living in 
some other way than by manual 1abd0r,. 
and young men and young women will 
struggle ang make every sacrifice to ob- 
tain an academic or collegiate educat'on 
chiefly because they believe that thereby 
they can escape a life of drudgery. This 
Ig the fundamental error that underlies 
every defect in our educational system. 
“In no country in the world are such 
opportunities presented as are offered here 
for thoroughly educated men in all our 
leading industrial pursuits. If mechanical! 
life is not respected it must be because 
mechanics themselves teach their children 
and others to despise it; and so general 


has been the tendency vf educated young. 


men to avoid industrial, mechanical and 
scientific pursuits connected with indus- 
tries that thousands and thousands of for- 
eigners, who have complete mechanical 
and scientific education relating to their 
pursuits, fill the best positions in this 
country solely because Americans do not 
fit themselves for them.’’ 


@---—- 


It is unnecessary to add another word 
to the suggestions ang arguments present- 
ed in the foregoing. 

The new education, as it deserves to be 
called, will not fil! the world with a 
crowd of book-learned idlers, helpless and 
incapable, fit only for the professions and 
tie political arena. It will train the brain 
and hand of every boy anq girl. It will 
take stupid labor, endow it with intelll- 
gence and skill, and’ lead it to the highest 
plane of usefulness, prosperity and honor. 

Perhaps manual training will reach the 
masses through free workshops in every 
community—perhaps through the public 
schools—perhaps through state institutions 
here and there. 

It is too early to decide upon details. 
But practical education is coming, and it 
will be hailed with joy, no matter how it 
comes. The point is to get it, in the shape 
in which it can be best utilized by the 
greatest number. : 

Keep it before the people! 

Agitate it—work for it! 

That’s the way to get it!

EMPEROR OF CHINA 
BELIEVES IN CHRIST 


The Chinese emperor believes in Christ. 
That fact, according to the reports of ccr- 
tain missionaries, is at the bottom of the 
downfall from power of the youthful em- 
peror, who has had to permit himself to 
be shut up while the dowager empress runs 
the empire. The conditions in China are 
discussed at length in the forthcoming an- 
nual report of the American Bible Society, 
the report being written by Rev. Dr. John 
R. Hykes, the general agent of the society. 


“The wonderful revolution inaugurated by 
the reform party,” says Dr. Hykes, “and 
the tragic check it received in September 
last have attracted the attention of the 
world to China as perhaps never before. 
lhe sptrit of reform was in the air. Re- 
form clubs were organized in many of the 
provinces. The young emperor, in the se- 
clusion of his palace, felt the influence of 
the movement, and in the beginning of the 
year he gathered about him some of the 
best, most able and most progressive 
statesmen in the country to assist him in 
reforming the empire. Following their ad- 
vise, he issued a series of edicts which, no 
matter what may be the final outcome of 
the reactionary movement, will {mmortalize 
him, 

‘‘Among the reforms authorized by these 
imperial edicts were the abolishing of the 
essay system of examination, the establish- 
ment of a university for the study of west- 
ern science in Peking, the establishment of 
a board for the translation of books on 
western learning into Chinese, the estab- 
ifshment of a patent office, the abdlishment 
of useless offices in both Peking and the 
provinces, the protection of Christianity, 
the sending abroad of young Manchus for 
study and the adoption of the Reform Pa- 
per as the official organ of the government. 


“In addition to issuing these splendid 
edicts, the emperor went so far as to dis- 
cuss with his advisers the desirability of 
adopting Christianity as the national re- 
ligion. He spent much time in the daily 
study of the Bible, and it was no secret in 
the palace that he frequently retired to a 
quiet place to pray to the true God. When 
thus engaged the eunuchs had strict orders 
that he must not be disturbed or imterrupt- 
ed. His attitude toward Christianity is 
shown by the following interesting incident. 
He was asked by one of his statesmen: 

‘“ ‘What does your majesty think of the 
religion of the west?’ 

‘*‘What mean you by religion?’ the em- 
peror answered. “There is no religion but 
that of God. If you have any other religion 
let me hear you explain it to me.’ 

‘The emperor and some of the chief re- 
formers were convinced of the truth of 
Christianity, and they were almost, if not 
allogether, persuaded to accept it. 

“The bright hopes were crushed by the 
empress dowager, who, acting on the mis- 
representations of the conservative party, 
beheaded six of the reformers on Septem- 
ber 28th without trial, imprisoned some for 
life, cashiered others from the public ser- 
vice, suppressed all newspapers, and, by 
her manifestiv anti-progressive policy, cre- 
ated a bitter anti-foreign feeling all over 
the country, which has culminated in mas- 
sacre and rebellion. 


“This is a cause of profound sorrow to all 
true friends of China, but the impetus given 
to all kinds of reform and improvement 
cannot be stayed. What T’an Sz Tung, one 
of the noble martyrs, said before he was 
executed was true. He said: 

‘““*The first reformers in al] Jands are li- 
able to suffer death. If my death will save 
my country I do not regret it. For every 
head cut off this day a thousand men will 
arise to carry on the work of reform.’ "’ 

Dr. Hykes then refers to the large order 
for 140 volumes which the emperor gave last 
year to T. J. N. Gatrell, in charge of the 
society’s affairs in Peking. Of the 140 books 
ordered from the imperial palace, the agent 
was able to procure 129, which number in- 
cluded eighty-nine publications of the So- 
ciety for the Diffusion of Christian and Gen- 
eral Knowledge Among the Chinese, among 
them four séTmmons by Mr. Moody.

ee I very much regret that you have 
given this attack the very great pagers 
of your editorial columns, the attack itse 
is not new, as it has been going on quietly 
and secretly over the city for the last week 
or ten days, and has been most adroitly 
used by the representatives of our adversa- 

and chief competitor. 
 Geaniene up this attack means that the 
road in which I am interested should not be 
granted these franchises, because the town 
is already sufficiently served by the Con- 
solidated system, and that to grant any 
more franchises would injure the parties 
who have already invested their capital in 
the Consolidated lines. 

I wish again to most stoutly asseveraté 
that these new franchises applied for are 
not intended to be used for the sake of in- 
juring or harming anybody. I honestly 
believe that these new lines will not only 
prove beneficial to the town and give the 
people the competition both allowed and pro- 
vided for by law, but in addition they will 
pay a fair return upon an honest capitali- 
gation. I further believe that there is plen- 
ty of room for the present Consolidated 
lines and the proposed new lines, and that 
both will pay upon an honest capitaliza- 
tion of each property. 

When the present plan of combining the 
Consolidated and Atlanta Railway compa- 
nies was published, it was announced that 
a large part of the bonds had been sub- 
scribed for in this city—I believe something 
like $1,000,000. I am reliably informed that 
the parties who were induced to subscribe 
for these did so wpon the idea that they 
would not be called upon to put up any 
money, but that the bonds would be easily 
placed, and that they would get their 
profit in the common stock of the new 
company without having to put up any 
money. 

Since the Collins Park and Belt railroad 
has applied for these new franchises, I am 
likewise reliably informed that these 
good citizens all over town have been 
threatened with the statement that they 
would be called upon to put up their money 
for these bonds, and that they are being 
frightened by this means into opposing 
these new franchises. 

I do not believe that Atlanta is a com- 
pleted city, and that there isyno room for 
any further development here. I think, and 
I believe the public will agree with me, 
that the Collins Park and Belt railroad has 
just as much right to apply for these fran- 
chises and build these roads as my friends 
have to apply for and have granted a build- 
ing permit to put up another office building 
on Broad and \Marietta and Walton streets, 
notwithstanding other people here have. in- 
vested their money in similar buildings. 

From the information I have, I am con- 
strained to the belief that the thought 
which inspired this editorial was at least 
prompted by some one who had some of 
this underwriting of the Consolidated 
bonds, and that a great deal of the oppo- 
sition to the new franchise is being worked 
up by this very means. 

I want to state that we are in the field to 
build these new roads, and we are going 
to build them if we can get a franchise to 
do it, and will never be satisfied that the 
people do not want them built until we 
have the matter passed upon by the council 
and by the public. 

I had hoped that we would get a fair 
showing in the newspapers, but I now fear 
that some one interested in them has some 
of this underwriting on hand, and has been 
scared by the threat that the bonds sub- 
scribed for will have to be paid for. I 
cannot account for your position in any 
other way, as I do not believe you are will- 
ing to take the stand before the public that 
the council ought not to allow the fullest 
competition with the present Consolidated 
street car system.

About the New Passenger Depot. 

Editor Constitution—The Plans proposed 
for building a new passenger depot are 
all too expensive and impose too much in- 
convenience upon the railroads and the 
people, and invade the rights of each to 
an extent for which there is no necessity. 
Some heed should be given to common 
sense. 

There should be no lowering or elevating 
of the present grade of the railroad tracks 
or the streets, and no street crossing— 
neither Whitehall, nor Pryor, nor Loyd— 
should be interfered with or changed. There 
is no need of it. There should be no cost- 
ly, troublesome “subway” for either Pryor 
or Loyd. 

The depot building should occupy all the 
space of the railroad property from White- 
hall to Loyd, ‘making it as many stories 
in height as necessary. 

A space where Pryor street now crosses 
the tracks should be left for everybody to 
cross, as they do now, with gates on 
each side of the street, hung overhead 
just like doors in the elevators of our 
“Sky Strapers,’’ and never leave any car 
in this space between the gates, just as 
the roads do now. 

This plan will give ample space for the 
depot and the railroad tracks for all time 
to come, and nobody's rights or conven- 


lence will be interfered with in the leas¥*: 


and there will be much less “danger” at 
the Pryor street crossing and the other 
two crossings than there is now. 

The plan will not give contractors and 
material men as extensive a “pull” on 
the purses of the roads, the state or the 
city, or whosoever “pays the bills,” as 
the very expensive, inconvenient, trouble- 
some and entirely useless plans that have 
been sugested, but it will serve the pur- 
pose as well and avoid all contention, suits 
or claims for damage and strife. 

Let all parties interested try to be gov- 
erned in this important measure by com- 
mon sense. 

This plan would not interfere with the 
building of a bridge at the Whitehall 
crossing if it is needful or desirable.

The legislatiye committee saw that it 
could not afford to sit quiet any longer and 
allow the state to lose a $500,000 improve- 
ment on its property without some effort 
to save it. 

The railroad commissioners feit that they 
could not afford to order the roads to build 
separate depots, because they might take 
the board at its word and vacate the state's 
property. The only authority the commis- 
gion has in a case of this kind is to order 
the roads to provide separate and adequate 
facilities. Usually that authority is suffi- 
cient to bring the roads to time, but ifn this 
case i@%s doubtful if the board could force 
the Central, the G@orgia or the West Point 
eut of the present station. Each of these 
roads chim an interest in the old mud 
shack. The Western and Atlantic cannot 
be driven out of the station, but it can be 
compelled by the commission to improve 
the station. 

Bridging of Whitehall. 

When the city came out and asked the 
commission to deny or grant its petition, 
Judge Spencer Atkinson, who was acting 
chairman of the board, asked Judge An- 
derson, the city attorney, if he had aban- 
doned all hope of an agreement being reach- 
ed between the city and the roads. Judge 
Anderson replied that if the roads would 
agree to bridge Whitehall, the city would 
co-operate with the roads and allow them 
to build, so far as it was concerned, on the 


‘present site. 


This showed the city’s hand. The council 


- wants the roads to stand the expense of the 


viaduct over Whitehall and the subway 
under Pryor. If the roads will not pay all, 
the city will take half. What the city was 
playing for was clear enough. 

The roads do not propose to assume any 
more expense than they can help. 

The state wants the new depot on its 
property, and its special representatives an- 
nounced thdt they believed the legislature 
would ratify any reasonable agreement. 

Some of the roads do not consider the 
present site large enough to accommodate 
Atlanta’s passenger traffic more than ten 
or fifteen years more. The Central and the 
Southern consider the space too small. 
J. M. Egan, vice president of the Central, 
declared that in his opinion the present 
space available for station purposes would 
be outgrown in ten years. There is a wide 
difference of opinion among the railway 
men about the present site. No one road 
cares to leave the old station for a new one 
unless the other roads follow. That is the 
feason they all cling to it so tenaciously. 

After much talk before the board yester- 
day, Colonel Ed Brown, the state’s special 
attorney for the Western and Atlantic, 


“Thade a plea for a settlement of the matter, 
and he suggested that the roads be request- 


ed or required to submit a proposition in 
Writing to the railroad commission, stating 
what they will do and what they desire the 
city of Atlanta and the state to do. He 


“thought that if the roads would present a 


Proposition in writing, an understanding 
could be reached with the state and the 
city. 

Judge Atkinson, of the board, encouraged 
the railway 
OMicials present to know if they would 
Tecommend to their directors and lessees 
that they submit a proposition in writing. 

Mr. Thompson, of the Southern, inquired 
how 4 road which had no right or interest 
in the present terminal could submit a 
Proposition affecting the property of others. 


‘Judge Atkinson replied that there was no 
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penalty to he inflieted if the roads failed to 
submit a proposition. 

So the commission set the case for anoth- 
er hearing on Tuesday, August Ist, when 
the roads will be expected to present their 
Plans in writing, Setting out what they 
want the city and the state to do. 

Judging from the diverse opinions ex- 
pressed at the meeting, there will be about 
oe ogre plans.

He did 
not care much whether a new union sta- 
ti0n Wag built on the present site or on 
s0me. other site. Mr. Rice suggested that 
a terminal company be formed by the 
roads. 

The sentiment of the legislative commis- 
sion is in favor of closing Pryor street and 
extending the lease on the present tcrmi- 
nal in order to get the improvement on 
the state’s ground. 

Couveacil wants a $500,000 station. The vi- 
aduct will cost $100,000, and the subway 
under Pryor and Loyd $15,000. There will 
be plenty of dickering between the city 
and the roads as to who will pay those 
bills if the matter ever gets up to that 
stage. At present the indications are that 
the summer and fall will be consumed in 
negotiations over sundry propositions from 
the roads. 


Cotton Case Postponed. 


The inquiry into Georgia’s cotton rates 
has been postponed until July 1ith. 

Chairman Trammell, of the state railroad 
commission, says that he will ve in favor 
of settling the question of reduction on 
that day or as soon as the testimony is 
concluded, The chairman ‘“‘drove his peg 
down” at a ® per cent reduction,’’ there 
or thereabouts,”” some time ago. 

A number of roads filed papers yesterday 
presenting their arguments against a re- 
duction in cotton rates at the present time. 
This same question was before the com- 
mission in 1897, and the board then de- 
cided not to reduce the tariff. 

The gist of the arguments submitted 
yesterday was that the roads could afford 
the loss of revenue which they would suf- 
fer through a 20 per cent cut in cotton 
rates. It was submitted that the present 
rates in Georgia were reasonable from the 
standpoint of the public, and generally 
less than in other etates. 

Some of the roads referred to the Ne- 
braska state case, where it was decided by 
the supreme court of the United States 
that a state had no right to reduce local 
rates simply because a road was enjoying 
a good through business. 

W. W. Finley, second vice president of 
the Southern, and the head of the traffic 
department, answered for his company. 
Mr. Finley quoted the commission's de- 
cision in August, 1897, when in declining 
to grant a reduction of 25 per cent in cot- 
ton rates, the board said that it was “of 
the opinion that the revenues received by 
the various railroads in this state do not 
at present authorize any reduction of the 
rates on cotton” 

While it is true, says Mr. Finley, that the 
railroads have shared in the general return 
of prosperity since 1897, they have not vet 
reached a point where under the decisions 
of the courts they are carning a fair re- 
turn upon the investments of their security 
holders so as to justify a reduction in 
rates, especially upon a commodity mak- 
ing up so large a part of the freights as 
cotton.

BRINGS ON FICHT 


Consolidated aud Collins Belt 
Line Secure Franchises, 


IS ALONG =DECATUR ROAD 


tne Was Obtained from Ordinary Rags- 
dale of DeKalb, 


EDGEWOOD COUNCIL GRANTEB ONE. 


Were Obtained at Different Times 
When Both Had Jurisdiction Over 
the Road, and the Question 
Is, Which Has It 
Now. 


The right to construct a street railway 
over the Decatur road within the limits of 
the municipality of Edgewood has caused a 
warm fight to be precipitated between the 
Consolidated and the Collins Park and Belt 
Railway Company. 

Both roads wish to extend their lines to 
Decatur over this route, as it is considered 
the most direct, through the most 
populous part of the suburb. Little grading 
will be required by the company which ob- 
tains the franchise, as the rvad has been 
thoroughly graded and has macadam pave- 
ment upon it. 

Application was made to the mayor and 
city council of Edgewood by the Collins 
belt line last week for the franchise along 
the road for about a mile and a half—from 
the city Hmits of Atlanta, at Inman Park 
to Colquitt Hill, near ‘Kirkwood. The 
council held a meeting Monday night, and 
after considerable discussion granted the 
franchise, 

Yesterday morning Mr. T. K. Glenn, for 
the Consolidated, notified Mayor Cc. W. 
Smith that the town of Edgewood had no 
right to grant a franchise over the road to 
the Collins belt line, as the Consolidated 
had previously obtained the right to extend 
its line over the road before the town of 


and 


Edgewood was incorporated. 

The situation now is, which of the com- 
panies have the franchise over the road 
Both have received the proper grants from 
the proper authorities at different times, 
but when each had jurisdiction over the 
public thoroughfare. The Consolidated’s 
right was granted by Ordinary Ragsdale, 
of DeKalb county, a few months before the 
town of Edgewood its charter 
from the legislature. 

Limitations and conditions were placed on 
the grant given to the Collins belt line Mon- 
cay. The town did not grant a sole right, 
but reserved the privilege to grant another 
franchise to a competing line if it saw fit. 
They also have control over the location of 
the track and the regulation of other things 
by the passage of ordinances. 

The road is required to begin work in 
sixty days, and complete it in twelve 
months. 

A few months before the town of Edge- 
wcod was incorporated the Consolidated 
contemplated running a line to Decatur 
along the road. Application was made to 
the ordinary of the county for the right, 
and in a short time the franchise was 
granted. 

This was before the Consolidated and the 
Atlanta Railway were combined into one 
company the Consolidated as soon as the 
franchise was granted placed a few poles 
along the route in Edgewood. The work 
was not carried far. 

The route would be out Inman Park to 
Decatur. 

The Consolidated now claims that its 
grant from the ordinary is of force, and 
that the council of Edgewood has no right 
to grant a franchise over the road while 
it has one along the same route.. 

The Collins belt line maintains that it 
has a valid right to the franchise from 
the grant of the city council of Edgewood. 

It is claimed that as the Consolidated did 
not utilize its franchise obtained from the 
county before the authority of the ordinary 
over the road was forfeited by the charter 
of the town of Edgewood, the municipality 
has the sole right to grant another fran- 
chise to the same or any other company 

What Mayor Smith Thinks. 

Mayor Smith was seen yesterday after- 
noon. He had been notified by the Con- 
solidated that it would not relinquish its 
claim to the franchise. H said he had sug- 
gested to the “Consolidated that it put its 
contentions in writing, and that a hearing 
would be given. 

“We granted,” he said, ‘‘to the Cellins 
belt line the right to extend its line along 
the Decatur road within the limits of the 
town, with certain conditions attached. I 
was notified by Mr. Glenn today that the 
Consolidated would claim the franchise 
over the route by virtue of a grant from 
the ordinary of the county, obtained before 
the town of Edgewood was duly incorpora- 
ted. er 
“While the ordinance granting the fran- 
chise has been passed up by the council, 
I have not signed it, and before doing s0, 
will give the Consolidated every hearing 
that it may wish. I told Mr. Glenn to 
put his contentions in writing, and if the 
company wished to show reasons why they 
should have the right to use the road in 
preference to other lines, I will hear the 
argument. 

“The council certainly has jurisdiction 
over the road. The question is whether 
the franchise received from the county au- 
thorities is still in force. The Consolidated 
may have forfeited its franchise by a fail- 
ure to utilize it before the town of Edge- 
wood was organized.”> : 

At the present time there are two lines 
of street raflway extending to Decatur. 
One extends through Edgewood along Mc- 
Lendon street, which is less than a quarter 
of a mile from the Decatur road, which 
is now being sought by the two lines. The

other route is on the south side of the | 
Georgia railroad, and extends from a mile 
to a half mile of the Decatur road. Both 
lines are about fifty yards apart at the 
terminals in Decatur. , 

The Consolidated proposes, it is said, to 
extend its line along the Decatur road 
and join with its south side line in Kirk- 
wood. Some of the present track may be 
discontinued. Changes may be made on 
McLendon street. 

A hearing will probably be arranged in 
a short time, and the company having the 
right to extend its line along the Decatur 
road will be determined. 


A SELF MADE MAN

“You know Genator Morgan,” said an Ala- 
Lamian the other day, “and you know that 
he is the best informed man in the sen- 
ate?’’

“Nothing gave him greater pleasura than 
to talk an hour or two at a time to the 
little circle around him, and he found to 
his gratification that his off-hand talks 
fixed many things permanently in his mem- 
ory which he would otherwise have for- 
gotten. 

“It was not long before he was recog- 
nized as a man of supertor attainments. 
and older men, who had enjoyed better 
educational advantages, consulted him in 
preference to their libraries. 

“Men of culture began to compliment 
his style, and they wondered how and 
where he acquired it. The self-educated 
lawyer in the course of his reading had 
mastered a copious vocabulary. The stan- 
dard authors naturally gave him the bene- 
fit af their splendid diction and their 
vointed, polished phrases, and almost be- 
fore he was aware of it, his everyday talk 
was modeled after the best writers and 
orators of the world. 


“In the senate the lawyer from Alabama 
easily took the lead. Not one of his col- 
leagues equaled him fn information. WNot 
one had his facts so ready for use. Not 
one could rise at a moment’s notice, as 
was his habit, and make a netable speech 
upon any question of home or foreign af- 
fairs that unexpectedly came up. 

“At first his rivals predicted that he 
would exhaust himself, but as the years 
rolled on the great senator showed the 
same spontaneous eloquence and the same 
wonderful knowledge, no matter what the 
occasion might be.

ing. Five thousand people on the observa: 
tion train yelled themselves hoarse in fran- 
tic appeals to thelr various college colors 
to do their best and the other 15,000 saw 
the red and blue of Pennsylvania carried 
Cver the line a winner by a short haif 
length from the Wisconsin, who lost in 
the last two hundreg yards by bad steer- 
ing, 

Cornell, the victor of former years, pulled 
after, fully four :engths in the rear, and 
Columbia, never in the fight, at the end 
of the first trailed ‘in a good three 
lengths from stern of the Cornell 
boat, 

It was the kind of a race that makes 
the blood tingle and was made so by the 
crew that came over 1,000 miles to meet 
former victors, for without the gallant 
Wisconsins in the race it would have been 
a doleful procession after the second mile 
entered. 

To that there was surprise on the 
observation train and amid the great 
crowds upon the banks when the Wisconsin 
shell swept mile after mile of the course 
until the last half was reached with a 
Clear lead over all the crews is putting it 
mildly 

When the people on the bank, unable 
to place the stranger crew, looked toward 
the observation train inquiringly and were 
told that it was Wisconsin they were al- 
dumfounded wth amazement, and 
when the train the gallant struggle 
mile and mile they dropped their applause 
for their own crews and yelled in a friend- 
ly manner for the boys from the west. 

Cornell Plainly Outclassed. 

For Cornell, the winner of many battles, 
the contest proved to be a race only in 
two miles. For those first two miles she 
did gallant work, but was struggling 
against evidently better crews, and it was 
Only by exertions of a phenomenal nature 
that she managed to keep the nose of the 
boat ahead of the Pennsylvania for a brief 
time in the second mile. 

Of Columbia, it may be said that sche 
Was outclassed from the start, and barring 
an accident there was never a time when 
she stood any chance of winning the race. 
She went to the rear in the first quarter 
of a mile, although she :nade a good start, 
and staid there all through the race. 

Two false starts were made and 
referee called the crews back. 

It was five minutes after 7 when 
third start was piven and this time the 
boats got away without accident. This 
Start was beautiful; the Tour boats’ noses 
seeming to hang the ground for the first 
two strokes. As they settled in the stroke 
taught them by the various coaches Wis- 
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consin seemed to be rowing the least num- 
ber of strokes per minute of any of the 
crews, but her boat was going faster than 
any of the others. 

Bad Steering for Wisconsin. 

It was at a point near finish that 
Wisconsin swerved badly toward the shore 
and to the of everybody main- 
tained this course, although it took them 
inside of a number of small pleasure boats 
and fully five hundred yards, if they main- 
taine@d thelr out of the at 
the finish.

Whites and Blacks Engage in Brick 
Battle at Corner Williams 
and Mills Street. 

A riot of no little magnitude occurred be- 
tween the whites and blacks yesterday 
shortly after noon near the corner of Wil- 
liams and Mills streets. Bricks, rocks and 
sticks were thrown by the crowd, and it 
looked for a time as if serious trouble would 
occur, aS a number of both races had gone 
to their homes for deadlier weapons when 
the police arrived on the scene. 

The telephone message announcing that 
a riot was in progress reached police head- 
quarters yesterday about 12:15 o'clock. The 
informer announced that serious trouble 
would surely follow, and asked that the 
police reserve be sent out to his neighbor- 
fight. It was at first 
that the reserve would go, but 
ovington and Beavers were sent 
instead on their bicycles, with instructions 
to report to headquarters if the reserve was 
r.eceded. 

As was expected, the larger portion of 
the negroes fled when they discovered the 
approach of the officers, although a num- 
ber of them were arrested. When the offi- 
cers reached the scene of the disturbance 
rocks and other missiles were flying through 
the air. A number of people had _ thelr 
Knives out, and intended using them. 

The rioters consisted of about twenty-five 
white men, about the same number of ne- 
gro men, about thirty negro women and 
twenty or thirty white and negro boys, 
ranging in age from twelve to sixteen years. 
The officers succeeded in arresting and 
placing behind the bars at the police bar- 
racks: 

Charley Jackson, Belle West, Mamie 
Mitchell, Lula Gilliam and her son, Henry 
Gilliam, aged about ten years. All these 
negroes were charged with disorderly con- 
duct. A case was also booked against Mrs, 
J. P. Feahr, a white woman, for disorderly 
conduct, and she was served with a copy 
of charges. 

The cases will be tried by Recorder 
Broyles this afternoon, and promise to be 
interesting. 

Cause of the Riot. 


The riot commenced because of a whip- 
Ping given by Mrs. Feahr to young Henry 
Gilliam, colored. Yesterday morning Mrs. 
Feahr sent her young son, aged about six 
years, to a grocery store on a neighboring 
corner to make a purchase, and as he was 
returning he is said to have been attacked 
by ape Gilliam, who struck him with a 
rock, 

Mrs. Feahr saw the attack upon her son, 
and ran after Henry Gilliam, but could not 
overtake him. She passed a gentleman and 
a little boy in a buggy, however, and tell- 
ing him of the trouble, asked that the negro 
boy be caught. The boy in tne buggy over- 
took Henry Gilliam and brought him back 
to Mrs, Feahr, who took him in her home 
and administered a whipping. She then let 
him go, and he told his mother, Lula H. 
Gilliam, of the whipping. 

The negro woman gathered her forces and 
advanced toward the house of Mrs. Feahr. 
The negroes stood in front of the residence 
and talked loudly of what they would do in 
case elther Mrs. Feahr or her boy appear- 
ed. They had no leader, however, and re- 
mained inactive for some time. 

Finally Charley Jackson, a negro boy 
about eighteen years of age, appeared. He 
began cursing all white people, and Mrs. 
Feahr in particular. The man who was in 
the buggy ordered him to stop, but Jack- 
son continued, and finally said he would 
settle with the boy who had caught Henry 
Gilliam. 

Jackson took his knife from his pocket 
and made for the young white boy, but 
some one in the crowd struck him on the 
shoulder with a brick. Jackson continued 
his pursuit of the small white boy, and the 
man who was in the buggy tore a paling 
from a fence and struck at Jackson. The 
blow was aimed at his head. but Jackson 
ducked, and received the blow on his fore- 
arm. 

It paralyzed his arm, and the knife went 
spinning into the street. Then the fight 
began in earnest. Bricks, sticks of wood, 
rocks and other missiles were thrown by the 


, crowd, which then numbered almost one 


hundred persons, but fortunately all parti- 
cipants were skillful dodgers, and no one 
was seriously hurt, although a number re- 
ceived bruises and cuts. 

The fight was still in progress when 
Officers Covington and Beavers arrived and 
put a quietus upon matters by arresting 
the principals.

It was shown in the report that of all 
the states in he union Georgia ranked 
fifth @n the aggregate amount of its ap- 
propriation to the common schoo'ls. The 
report stated that Massachusetts, with 
eight times the tax values of Georgia, pays 
only about one-third the amount Georgia 
does for the maintenance of its common

IN HOOPER CASE 


Judge Newman Holds the Insured Can 
Designate a Beneficiary. 


CASE MAY BE APPEALED 


L. D. Hooper Had Insurance in Order 
of Golden Chain. 


MADE A WILL WHILE ON HIS BEATHBED 


Case Has Been Contested from the Be- 
ginning and Was Argued Be- 
fore a Master, 


Judge Newman handed down a very im- 
portant decision in the United States cir- 
cult court yesterday involving the rights 
in insurance orders. The 
case was that of the grand lodge, Order 
of the Golden Chain, against John Terrell, 
executor, et al. 

Ledrew R. Hooper was a member of the 
Atlanta lodge of the Order of the Golden 
Chain, and held a $3,000 benefit certificate 
which was payable at his death 
to his He was a bach- 
elor. His mother died while he 
himself was lying ill, about of con- 
sumption. He had three brothers and four 
sisters. After his mother’s death he made 
a will, leaving his other property to two 
of his sisters. 

He also directed that this benefit certifi- 
cate be paid to them share and share alike, 
naming John Terrell as executor, At 
the same time he wrote a direction on the 
back of his certificate requestinge the order 
to issue a new certificate payable to John 
Terrell as hig executor, Before the new 
certificate could be issued he died, Where- 
upon his brother# and sisters who were 
not named in the wil, employed lL. R. 
who notified’ the order 
that they claimed &4n interest in this fund, 
basing their claim upon the laws of the

order, which specified that in the event of 
the failure to designate a new benieficiary 
upon the death of the ene 
fault of other persons to 
could be made, fund should be paid 
to brothers and sisters. They contended 
that a will was not a sufficient desienation 
of the beneficiary, and that the change had 
not been properly made, and that ‘he ex- 
ecutor could not be named as a buneficiary. 

They also attacked the will before the 
ordinary. The order refused to pay elther 
party upon the grounds that its rights 
were not sufficiently clear to enable it to 
act without the aid of a court of equity. 
It therefore, through its attorney, FE, W. 
Martin, filed a petition in the United States 
court asking that it be allowed to pay the 
money into the court, an? that the exec- 
utor and the brothers and s!sters of Hoop- 
er who were not named in the will. be re- 
quired to interplead; and that the court 
determtne to whom the fund enuild be 
paid, 

This was done, and the order paid the 
money into court and wag discharged. The 
case was referred to Judge John C. Reid as 
special master. After hearing the case at 
various times for about forty days, and 
taking a great mass of testimony, he re- 
ported to the court that the fund should 
be equally divided amone all of the breth- 
ers and sisters of Hooper. 

The master held that as the by-laws said 
that he might have a certificate issued, 
payable to such persons, members of his 
family or dependent upon him as he might 
direct, and that these two sisters were 
not members of his family, and not de- 
‘pendent upon him, therefore, it should be 
divided share and share aiike, as rpeci- 
fied under the lawe of the order. The ef- 
fect of the decision béing that he had 
really named new beneficiaries, but that 
according to the by-laws of the order, they 
were not such persong as he could name. 

Upon the hearing of the cusze, Judge 
Newman reversed the anacial vicster and 
decided that it was a ma‘ter for the mem- 
ber himself to determine who was depend- 
ent upon him, and he having determined 
that, and the order not having made any 
objections to it, an outsider bearing no 
closer relation than the persons named as 
beneficiaries could not make the point, 
and that therefore his direction that the 
benefit certificate should be paid to the ex- 
ecutor for the two sisters was good, and 
that the fund should be paid over accord- 
ingly. 

The decision is to the effect that in the 
absence of the order itself, a member of 
the order can designate almost anyone to 
take his insurance in the event of his 
death, precisely in the same manner as if 
he was taking insurance in an ordinary 
insurance company. 

The two exclusive claimants, under the 
will, were represented by ©. D. Maddox, 
of Maddox & Terrell. Notice has been 
given by Colonel Ray of an uppeal to 4 
higher court, and it is probable that the 
case will go up. If so, it will not be beard 
until the next term of the court of ap- 
peals which sits at New Orleans,

BROUGHTON ON TEMPERANCE 


He Spoke at the Central Congrega- 
tional Church Last Night. 


LARGE AUDIENCE HEARD HIM 


Said Religion Should Enter Business, 
Society, Politics—Said He Was a 
“Jesus Christ Socialist.” 


Dr. I. G. Broughton spoke on the sub- 
ject of “Rum and Religion” at the Central 
Congregational chureh last night to an 
audience that comfortably filled the audl- 
torium of the church. This was one of a

be made! The next meeting will be at the 
Jones Avenue church Thursday night. 

The meeting last night was opened by a 
musical programme. 

Dr. L. L. Abbott, who is chairman of 
the committee which has the direction of 
the temperance crusade in charge, was 
present. Rev. Frank E. Jenkins, pastor 
of the Congregational church, was also 
present and explained the object of the 
meeting. 

Dr. Broughton talked along the same 
line upon which he has been preaching 
recently. He said that the fight would 
be made against the whisky traffic, and 
that the religion of the church would be 
carried into every part of life. He said 
that a man could not live a religious and 
a secular life, ang he proposed to bring 
to the minds of the members of the 
church their duty in disposing of whisky 
and dirty politics. 

“The man with his head on backwards,” 
said he, “never sees anything until after 
it has happened. He is always saying that 
our fathers did not do this way, and he 
does not believe that he should do it. 

“When religion commences to enter 80- 
clety, society has got to commence to 
give up. And this always causes trouble. 

“When religion goes into politics then 
the politicians object ana they won't 
Stand it.” 

In the course of his remarks the preach- 
er said that he believed the holiest man 
was the “Jesus Christ socialist,” and ine 
wanted to see more of them.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 


A party of well-konwn Atlantians com- 
posed of Orie Nunnally, Arthur Hynds, 
rally Graves, Henry Ifiman and Ed Brown, 
have just returned from a delightful fish- 
Ing excursion in the mountains of North 
Carolina, where they spent two weeks in 
camp. 

“We had a glorious time all during our 
Stay,” said Ed Brown yesterday. ‘Wea 
went prepared to rough it and carried with 
us two tents, a negro cook and an Indian 
guide. At Murphy our party took wagons 
and rode twenty-five miles in the country, 
finally pitching our tents in a delightfully 
picturesque spot on the Tellico river. 

“The climate in this section of North Car- 
olina is superb, and the scenery the most 
beautiful I have ever seen. Every member 
of the party had fine luck, and in all we 
landed 588 speckled trout, besides shooting 
a number of quail and wild turkeys. 

“At night we slept in tents, and the air 
was cool and bracing. During the cold 
Snap which visited Atlanta about ten 
days ago we were compelled to sleep under 
three or four blankets.” 

A pleasant feature of the trip was an 
informal dinner party which the Atlantians 
tendered a number of young people who 
drove over to the camp.

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Any one who has ever attended the re- 
hearsals of a theatrical company has been 
struck with the singular omisision of the 
concluding line of the play. No matter 
what this line may be the actor whose 
part it falls to either mumbled it out in 
an inarticulate manner or cuts it alto- 
gether. 

Frank Hatch, of the stock company now 
playing at the Grand, explains this omis- 
sion in a peculiar manner. 

“It's simply one of the many supersti- 
tions of the stage,” said he. “Of course 
you know that actors are, as a class, the 
most superstitious people in the world. If 
one should so far forget himself as to 
repeat the last line of a play at a re- 
hearsal the whole company would have a 
violent attack of the blues and nothing 
could convifice them that the play was 
not going to be a dismal failure. 

“Call it coincidence or what you will, but 
it's a well-known tradition among actors 
that a play is doonwd to failure after such 
a plece of forgetfulness on the part of 
the player. It’s as sure a sign as rats 
leaving a ship betokens its unfitnes for a 
voyage. I've noticed numerous incidents 
of plays that looked in every way as if 
they ought to take, proving the worst kind 
of flascoes, and in nearly every instance 
the fact was traced to the breaking of this 
unwritten rule of rehearsals. 

“No, I don’t know the origin of the sy- 
perstition. It’s like many an other—ap- 
parently without a reason. 

“Another popular superstition is that a 
performance will be a failure if any mem- 
ber of the troupe whistles Macbeth music 
while the play is being rehearsed. It 
is apparently groundless.”’ ’
